The Grammar School this year 
expects to have an enrollment of 
300 before the year is out. With 
only six teachers and six small 
rooms this makes a heavy teach­ 
ing load, each teacher having an 
average of forty-five. By means 
of shifting groups from room to 
room as is necessary a schedule 
| has been worked out which the 
faculty believes is as efficient as 
possible under the circumstances. 
The Grammar School is stressing 
English and spelling, and reading. 
1 believing that the pupils need 
¡above all to know how to speak 
| and write correctly and how to 
; read well. 
Not withstanding the heavy en- 
j rollment, and the long list of 
subject studied, no teacher in any 
of the fundamental subjects like 
English, 
arithmetic, 
geography, 
history, and reading has a class 
of more than thirty pupils. All 
English periods are one hour long. 
We think that the pupils should., 
since the classes are small and 
the periods long, be able to learn 
more. »Such a schedule is design­

fair chance to learn.

"Now brother editor we have 
asked at least half a dozen filling 
station proprietors and their em­ 
ployees in this city Just who made 
that remark and all of them be­ 
came very much enraged at see­ 
ing them there words in print in 
your fine newspaper. The first 
thing they ask after reading it 
is "Who is this fellow that runs 
'th a t Comanche paper?" We tell 


them we don’t know because all 
we have is a small clipping with 
a few editorials on it. 
"Brother editor, knowing small 
town country editors and print­ 
ers as we do, maybe you got too 
much spirtts on your pleasure trip 
and maybe the big black letters 
on the highway signs seemed to 
dance around on the white back­ 
ground so you could not make 
out what they meant 
Just to 
refresh your memory of our city, 
we have two highways here and 
one sign reads "Junction" Just 
before you enter the city.” 
Editors Note: In order to keep 
the record straatght and to do 
justice to all concerned, we wish 
to state that our trip to the East 
Texas Metropolis was made Just 
before the beginning of the Hoov­ 
er Prosperity period and doubt­ 
less the filling station operator 
that we interviewed was able to

Superintendent J. D. Bramlette 
has adopted a new system of grad­ 
ing in the West Ward and Gram ­ 
mar Schools. 
Mr 
Bramlette’s statement re­ 
garding the change follows: 
"The system of grading child­ 
ren and comparing them with 
each other using A, B. and C. for 
the several subjects, or even us­ 
ing the figures is not suited for 
the primary and lower grades. It 
was primarily 
meant 
for 
high 
school students. We are this year 
marking their cards and reports 
i as ‘Satisfactory" or "Unsatisfac­ 
tory" 
using the "S" and "U". 
"This will mean that we have 
carefully measured the progress of 
each child, considered the time 
it has been in school, its health, 
and development for the period 
of six weeks 
If the attendance 
has been poor, or if the child's 
health, or his age shows immat­ 
urity the progress may be satis­ 
factory for him, yet not suffi­ 
cient work to justify promotion 
into more difficult w ork at the 
end of the year. Satisfactory work 
does not. therefore, mean a pro­ 
motion, but moans that each child 
is being developed according to 
his interest and ability. 
"Likewise, the elimination of the 
"Honor Roll" for small children 
will remove the "fear" of not 
being on the Honor Roll 
small 
children do their 
b est anyway, 
and do not need such an incen­ 
tive.”
